Captain Winthrop, of his Majelty’s thip Circe, ar- 
rived here this day with a difpartch from Captain Home 
Riggs Popham, 6f his Majelty’s thip Expedition, to 
Evan Nepean, Efq. Secretary of the) Admiralty, of 
which the following is a copy. 

’ His Majefty’s foip Expedition, Oftend Ro-ds, 

Sir, May 20, 1798. 

» Ibeg. you will do me the honour to inform my Lords 
Commifioners of the Admiralty, that, in purfuance of 
their orders of the 8th inft. I proceeded to fea the 14th, 
with the fhips and veffels named on the margin, * ha- 
virig on board the troops under the command of Major 
General Coote, for the purpofe of blowing up the ba- 
fon gates and Muices of the Bruges canal, and deftroy- 
ing the internal navigation between Holland, Flanders, 
and France. On the 18th, P. M. I {poke the Fairy, 
when Captain Horton told me he had taken a cutter 
from Fluthing to Oftend, and he underftood from the 

ople on board, that the tranfport thuyts fitting at 
Pluthin were to go round immediately by the canals 
to Dankirk and Oftend ; and although it was impofh- 
ble that any information could give additional fpirit to 


gy and exertion of the officers and feamen under my 
command, yet it convinced Major General Coote and 
mayfelf that it was of the greateft importance not to lofe 
any time, but to attempt, even under an increafed de- 
gree of rifk,’an objet of fuch magnitude as the one in 

ueftion ; and as the weather appeared more favourable 
has it had been, I made the fignal for Captain 
Bazely, in the’ Harpy, to go a-head, with the veffels 
appointed to lie as beacons N. W. of the town of O- 
fteutl, arid for Captain Bradey, in the Ariadne, to keep 
betweeh the Expedition and Harpy, that we might ap- 
proach as near the coaft as poffible, without the chance 
of being difcovered from the thore. 

At one A. M.. we anchored; foon afterwards the 
avind thifted to weft, and threatened fo much to blow, 
that the General and myfelf were deliberating whether 
it would not be better to go to fea and wait a more fa- 
vourable epportunity, when a boat, from the Vigilant 
brought a veffel alongfide, which fhe cut out from un- 
der the light-houfe. battery, and information obtained 
from the perfons who were on board her, under fepa- 
rate examinations, fo convinced us of the fmall force 
at Oftend, Newport and Bruges, that Major-General 
Coote begged he might be landed to accomplifh the 
great objects of deftroying the canals, even if the furf 
fhourd this retreat being fo fuecefsful as he could 
with.. I of courfe acceded to his {pirited -propofitions, 
and. ordered the troops to be landed as falt as poflible, 
Without waiting for the regular order of the debarkation. 
Many of the troops were on thore before we were dif- 
covered, and it was not till a quarter paft four that the 

fatteri¢s opened on the fhips, which was initantly re- 
turaed in a matt fpirited manner by Captain Mortlock 
of the W. Lieutenant Edmonds of the Afp, 
aitd Lieutenant Notman of the Bitter. The Hecla and 
‘Tartarus bombs very foon opened their mortars, and 
threw their ficlls with preat quicknefs and precifion.— 
The town was ga-fire [ times, and much damage 
the thips in the bafon. . By five o’clock all

pny pele e and gun-powder ; and before fix o’- 
‘T heard from General Coote that he had no doubt 
of up the works. I now became very anxious 
for the fituation of the Major-General from the ftate of 
the weather, and I ordered all the gun-boats that had 
anchored to the eaftward of the town to get as near the 
fhore as pollible, to cover and aflift the troops in their 
embarkation. The batteries at the town continued their 
firé ‘on the Wolverene, Afp, and Bitter; and as the 
Wolverene had received much damage, and the Afp 
had been laying near four hours within 300 yards of the 
battery, Thad made their fignal to move, and foon af- 
ter direéted the Dart, Harpy, and Kite to take their 
ftations, that the enemy might be prevented from turn- 
ing their guns again(t our troops ; but it being low water, 
they could not get fo near as their commanders wifhed. 
—Ar half paft nine the Minerva came in, and as I 
thought an additional number of troops would only add 
to the anxiety of the General, from the little probabili- 
ty of being able to embark them, I fent Captain Mac- 
kellar on fhore to report his arrival with four light com- 
anies of the Guards. _In his abfence, Colonel Ward 
Elled two flat boats with his officers and men, and was 
proceeding with every zeal to join the battalion of 
Guards, without confidering the danger he was expo- 
fed to io crofling the furf, when Captain Bradby fortu- 
nately. faw him, and advifed him to return immediately 
to his fhip, At twenty minutes paft ten F had the plea- 
fare-of feeing the explofion take place ; and foon after 
the troops affembled on the fand hills near the fhore ; 
but.the fea ran fo high that it was impoflible to embark 
a fingle man, therefore I could only make every ar- 
rangement againft the wind moderated ; and this morn- 
ing at day-light 1 went in fhore, in the Kite, for the 
purpofe of giving every affiftance, but I had the morti- 
fication to fee our army furrounded by the enemy’s 





troops ; and as Thad” 1 doubt the General had capi- 
tulated, I ordered all the fhips to anchor farther out, | 
and I fent in a flag of truce, by Colonel Boone of the 
Guards, and Captain Brown of the Kite, with a letter | 
to the Commandant, a copy of which I inclofe for their | 
Lordfhips information, At ten this morning the Ge- 
neral’s Aid-de-Camp, Captain Williamfon, came on 
board, and though it was very painful to hear General

If the weather had continued fiae, the troops 
would have been embarked by twelve, at which time 
the return of killed and wounded did not ‘exceed four 
rank and file. 

I cannot help again noticing the particular good con- 
duét of Captain Martlock, Lieutenant Edmond and 
Lieutenant Norman, and beg to recommend them to 
their Lordthips protection. ; 

General Coote fent to inform me that he was highly 
pleafed with the uncommon exertions of Captains Win- 
throp and Bradby, and Licutenant Bradby, who had 
aéted on fhore as his Aid-de-Camp. He alfo noticed 
the affiftance he had derived from Captain Mackellar, 
after his Janding. 

I take the liberty of fending this difpatch by Captain 
Winthrop, of the Circe, who commanded the feamen 
Janded from the different fhips ; and as he had the par- 
ticular charge of getting the powder and mines up for 
the deftrnétion of the works, in which he fo ably fuc- 
ceeded, he will be enabled to inform their Lordthips 
of every circumftance. Captain Mackellar, with the 
officers and men on fhore, were included in the capitu- 
lation ; but I have not yet been able to collect an exact 
return of the number of feamen taken. 

I tranfmit you a lift of killed and wounded on board 
his Majelty’s fhips ; and I have the honour to be, &c.

T have juft heard, with concern, that the Britifh troops 
and feamen, under the command of Major-General 
Coote, and Captain Mackellar of the Royal navy, 
have capitulated to the troaps of the Republic ; and, I 
truft, they will be treated with that attention which is 
due to the officers end men executing the orders of their 
‘Sovereign. 

Tt has been the invariable rule of the Britifh Govern- 

ment to make the fituation of prifoners as comfortable 
as poffible ; and I am fure, Sir, in this inftance you 
will do the fame to the troops, &c. who have fallen into 
-your hands. 
_ It will not be againft any rule to exchange the pri- 
foners immediately ; but, on the contrary, add to your 
name, by marking it with humanity and liberality ; and 
I give you my word, the fame number of troops, or 
other prifoners, fhall be inftantly fent from England to 
France, with fuch officers as you hall name, or as thall 
be named by the National Convention, provided no pu- 
wpa attaches againft the rcleafe of any particular 
perfon. 

I have fent the officers what things they left on board 
the fhip, and [ am confident you will order them to be 
delivered as foon as poflible. 

I beg you will allow the officers and men to write 
letters to England by this flag, as a fatisfaction to their, 
families, it being impoffible for me to know who have 
fallen or received wounds, which I hope will be very 
inconfiderable from the a¢counts I have received from 
the fhore. 

I beg your anfwer to this Jetter without lofs of time ;

On the morning of this day when the baggage 
came on fhore, part of it was fearched by the Cuf- 
tom-houfe Officers ; and.the other part, ‘they were 
told by the prifoner Leary, could not be fearched, 
becaufe he faid-his mafter Colonel Morris had the 
keys of the boxes, and he was going to the Welt- 
Indies.—The three prifoners feemed very careful 
leaft the baggage fhould be fearched. The whole of 
it was then in a cart to Margate; and they ‘walked 
with the perfon whom. the cart belonged to, until 
they arrived at Margate. ‘In thé mean time Binns 
had gone to Deal; in his way it was very probable 
that he met O’Connor by appointment, as the Jat- 
ter had walked ont of. the town of Whitftable on 
the Monday already mentioned; and they both came 
to Margate about an hour after the other three pri- 
foners had arrived there. Now, from all thefe cir., 
cumftances, and from the feveral papers found in. 
their poffeflion, and which were to be given ‘in evi- 
dence; it muft appear molt clearly that the prifon- 
ets had been engaged in one common tranfaction.— 
Now, with refpect to their denying luggage, which 
he fhould prove they had iad in their care, he could,

This letter was directed to Lord Edward Fitzge- 
rald; and from every circumftance attending it, it 
was impoflible that Mr O’Connor ‘could fay he had 
‘not been privy to the defign of going to ‘Trance, 
efpecially when it fhould be proved that he had 
held the fort of conne@tion he did hold. It would 
alfo appear that he had a conneétion withn Quigley, 
and carried on a correfpondence with him. ‘The 
Jary would find that, among the quantity of goods 
tound in the poffeffion of the prifoners, thére was 
money to the amount of about gool. or seo).

He remembers Mr O*Corinor being kept in clofe 
confinement there. He was fuffered to fee two friends, 
and no other. He recolleéted two fhots being fired at 
the part where he was confined, in the month of June 
Jaft. He was leaning over the parapet wall, and Mr 
O'Connor two ftories under him. The fhots were 
fired by two Highland Fencibles at the fame time, a- 
bout feven o’clock in the evening. The firlt man ha-

Continent. 1 can deferibe Mr O’Connor to be one of 
the opencit charactcrs I ever knew. 
Crafs examined by the Solicitor-General. 

He did not fee Mr O'Connor write. I and my 
friends always approved of what Lord Fitzwilliam in- 
tended to do in Ireland towards the Catholics ; but I 
was always of opinion, and am ftill, that the concel- 
fions to the Catholics would be of no ufe without ¢x- 
tending to Proteftants- what they had a right to. Tt was 
my opinion, that it would be for the happinefs of Ire- 
land if Prefbyterians and Catholics were united.

ment. When I met Mr O’Connor, I was ftruek with 
his manner, which was extremely gentleman-like. We 
travelled together, and I had a very friendly communi- 
cation with him. I converfed chiefiy about Ireland, 
About two years ago I had a converfation with him, 
and faw fo much of him. that I told Lady Suffolk i 
had met with one of the moft extraordinary young cn 
I ever faw. Ifo much admired his political character, 
that two yearsagoI introduced him to the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Bithop of Llandaff, and Serjeant Adair. 


threé years paft, and have frequently feen him fince— 
From the opinion I had of his principles, I always con- 
verfed with him on political fubjeéts without any referve. 
—His.charaéter was remarkable for its opennefs ; he 
converfed on the politics relating to both England and 
Ireland with great franknefs. But he oftener {poke a- 
bout Ireland. He concerned himfelf fo much about the 
grievancies of that country, that he woundered how the 

ople of England could complain of any. The very 
aft time he was with me, I advifed him to remain in 
this country.

At half paft one, the jury, after a very able and im- 
partial charge from Mr Juftice Buller, having retired a- 
bout half an hour, returned a verdict of 
Gnilty againk O’Coigly, 
Not Guilty againft all the other prifoners. 
Mr Juftice Buturr, obferved that there was no cir- 
cumitance favourable to the prifoner on which he fhould 
conceive the prifoner could expect mercy. _ He then 
paffed the ufual fentence for high treafon on James O’- 
Coigly. 


As foon as Mr Juttice Buller had pronounced fen- 
tence of death againft Coigly, a very uncommon, and, 
indeed we believe, unprecedented fcene took place in 
the Court—Two Bow Street officers, who had been 
ftationed there for the purpofe, attempted to feize Mr 
O’Connor, while yet at the bar. ‘This was prevented 
by the Court ; but, fume minutes afterwards, they at- 
tempted itagain. This induced Mr O’Connor to get 
into the body of the Court ; on which an immenfe num- 
ber of peace officers rufied in, and the Court was thrown 
into the utmoft confufion. ‘Two fwords which were 
lying on the table (part of the prifoners baggage) 
were drawn by fome perfons, and feveral people 
were {truck with them. One gentleman was knock- 
ed down, without any canfe; and the tumult feemed 
to forebode dangerous confequences. By this time Mr 
O’Connor was feized, and dragged back again to the 
bar, when, filence being reftoted, he applied to the 
Court for proteétion, and to know what right he had 
to be feized, being now cleared from all charge by the 
Jury’s verdict. ’ 

A warrant was then produced by the Bow-ftreet 
officers, figned by the Duke of Porland, and dated as 
far back as the 22d of March, to arre{ft Arthur O‘Con- 
nor, Efg. @n a charge of High Treafon. 

The Counfel fubmitted to the Court, that he had 
been tried and fairly acquitted on that charge; and 
moved that he might be liberated. 

The Court faid, that they had no power to do that, 
their authority having ended with their commifion.— 
They hinted that an affidavit might be filed in the 
King’s Bench, which would force the Counfel en the 
part of the Crown to fhew why he fhould not be liber- 
ated. 

Mr O’Connor.—* May I be permitted to fpeak a 
few ford ?” 

Mr Juftice Buller.—“ What have you got to fay, 
Mr O’Connor ?” 

Mr O’Connor.—*. Will the officers take their hands 
If I am again to be confined, may 
I not beg the indulgence of being fent to the fame place 
as my brother ?>—I have feen fwords drawn upon me, 
after my acquittal, in this Court.—I am not afraid of 
death.—If I am to die, let me die here.
